11580, Jan 27 at 2049 check, Radio Tirana relay by 
WRMI is indeed here from 2030 M-F, ex-15770, and should be generally 
better received even if off the side from Okee (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*x*x ALBANIA [non]. 15770, Jan 28 at 2046, Radio Tirana relay by WRMI is 
back here after change to 11580 yesterday only; S7-S8, ID and 
“Cultural Activities’. Altho aimed at Europe, not me, 15770 was not 
making it to UTwente a few minutes earlier, while 11580, 4+ MHz lower, 
into the night, might have. The 0230 UT Jan 29 repeat JBA on 9395 here 
but good via the KF2DA KiwiSDR in NY; see ARGENTINA (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xx ANGUILLA. 11775, Jan 26 at 1553, dead air at S4-S5, longer than a 
DGS cigar-puff; presumably warming up for Sunday service, only S4-S5 
and some pulse jamming bleeding under from somewhere (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx ANTARCTICA. 15476-, Jan 28 at 2050, JBA carrier slightly below 
15476, typical of LRA36, so is it on without notice? But when I bring 
up Pardinho, Brasil, SDR a few minutes later, no show. Harold Frodge 
replies, ‘‘Weak carrier only on the North Coast at 2101.°° --- does 
that mean his home location of Midland, Michigan? (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xk ARGENTINA [non]. 5800, Jan 23 at 0100, RAE AAM, via WRMI runs OK; 
0126 rock music but it’s Spanish and still RAE with 0130 multi-lingual 
IDs, then conversation with an Argentine who went to Thailand. 


Next night, UT Jan 24 I am listening to the second half to assure it 
air intact; seems so: 0129 talk about the FSLN; 0130 multi-lingual ID, 
then ‘“Géneros y Diversidad’ about sexism in sports; 0147 multi-ID 
again, chat about 23 de enero being some national day; 0151 headlines 
and **Piano Man** --- no sign-off heard, but this music may have been 
filler from WRMI; another song until 0159 WRMI ID and off at 0200 
sharp. 


9395, then should follow RAE ATTW in English, but it’s a JBA carrier 
as often the case after dark, altho sometimes recovers later at night 
when TOMBS is on. How about putting RAE English on reliably propagable 
5800 instead --- plus Tirana at 0230? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x ARGENTINA [non]. 5800, Jan 25 at 0152, surprised to hear English on 
WRMI instead of RAE Spanish, which I had not checked earlier to 
confirm from 0100; and the English is SMTV! What*s it doing here now? 
Supposed to run 2100-0100 only on 5800, skedgrid still showing RAE at 
01-02. Perhaps like last week we shall have another chance to hear 
actualidaddx.com.ar 48 hours later on UT Monday. SMTV is also on 5950 


at 0223 check about animal welfare in Canada, Costa Rica, 
alfabetically. 5800 off at 0200, and 9395 then a JBA carrier when RAE 
should run in English (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x ARGENTINA [non]. 9395, Jan 29 at 0215, RAE ATTW relay in English 
via WRMI is as most of the time JBA, unusable, the winter night MUF 
just too low, while it would be fine if on 5800 right after Spanish. 
So I try some SDRs which might be getting it. No good in Pardinho, 
Brasil, nor Bogota, Colombia. I thought it might make the latter off 
the back of the 355 degree azimuth; then I try some eastern North 
America Kiwis; still no good until I get far enough away to upstate 
New York, that of KF2DA, and not too far off the boresight. Program is 
about Daniel Barenboim who is appearing in Bs. As. Wrapping up but not

Time is running out to DX this rarely active station: Karel Honzik, 
Czechia had reported it as unID January 26/27, 2345-0005. I listened 
to his clip and intonation certainly sounded Brazilian. Rudolf Grimm, 
Brasil, replied on HCDX: 


““Hi Karel, Radio Cultura 3365 kHz uses the 90 m signals on this time 
each year, when the city's soccer team (FC Ferroviaria) plays the 
annual state soccer championship. A strong signal was heard here in 
Sao Bernardo (close to Sao Paulo) yesterday. The 90 m signal is kept 
in the air only during the football match. The signal is then 
deactivated. Also, the announcer informed on the air that Radio 
Cultura de Araraquara at 790 kHz will be migrating to FM on January 30 
(in a few days!). It is understood that the 90 meter signal will 
probably also be able to close permanently on the same day. 73, Rudolf

Then, Alan Pennington, UK, told the WOR iog: **But AFE have another 
match (at home) tomorrow, Wednesday 29th January (versus Sao Paulo), 
kick-off at 2130 local time (2330 UTC)

So will 3365 kHz be on air for that match also? But maybe on 90 metres 
for the last time?

xx BRAZIL. 3365, Jan 30 circa 0020, JBA carrier direct from R. Cultura 
de Araraquara, but from 0030 VG local-like signal via Pardinho SDR 
also in SP state, with hyper-enthusiastic coverage of silly ballgame, 
or perhaps preliminaries; suspected to be its final day on air if not 
tomorrow. Many others are monitoring this, but the occasion is not 
enough to keep me listening to such nonsense. I have yet to hear any 
ID even in passing, but no doubt this is it, based on info in my 
previous report. How about something *xculturalx? Website as in WRTH 
http: //www.radiocultura.net is only one static page, no info on 
program schedule, but does refer (not link) to its disgraced FB, which 
is very active and nothing about programming found there either, but 
nothing to indicate anything cultural (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx BRAZIL [non]. 6090, Jan 23 at 2350, a weak signal here presumed 
Iran in Spanish as scheduled; *2356 open carrier from ANGUILLA making 
a fast SAH atop the other, and shortly after 0000 Jan 24, join Dead 
Gene Scott in progress, without a sign-on, let alone an ID, which 
*xneverx come out of what is listed as The Caribbean Beacon. By then it 
sounds like Qur'an and ME music underneath. 


I’m checking this because someone has just reported hearing Radio 
Bandeirantes on 6090 last night, “at 0120 in Portuguese with an 
excited male preacher’. That station has been gone from SW for over a 
year, thought to be forever. 6090 and its other frequency 9645 were 
deleted from WRTH 2019 already and still absent in 2020. Yet it 
survives on the Aoki list, which is full of defunct Latin American 
stations, leading some to expect still to hear them. And this mis-info 
is likely copied into other SW schedule aggregators. 


All I ever get on 6090 evenings when Anguilla is absent (most of 
them), is Iran in Spanish which is scheduled all the way from 2350 to 
0250. Tonight I am hearing two stations, not three, but check on a 
non-Anguilla night just to be absolutely sure. If you can’t get an 
Iran ID or tell Spanish from Portuguese, maybe catch the odd closing 
time of 0250? 


It should be noted that last February, a ‘‘Radio Livre Bandeirantes** 
was reported from Brasil on 6090, an unrelated low-power pirate. If 
still active, hearing it here vs Anguilla and/or Iran is extremely 
unlikely (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

*k CANADA. 218-MCW kHz, Jan 27 at 0728 UT, dash and RL, 975-watt ND 
beacon at Red Lake, Ontario. Odd power, can’t make it to 1000? 


245-MCW kHz, Jan 27 at 0730 UT, dash and YZE, 1000-watt NDB at Gore 
Bay, Ontario. 


274-MCW kHz, Jan 27 at 0740 UT, dash and YPM, 25-watt NDB at 
Pikangikum, Ontario, per dxinfocentre.com one of those to be 
decommissioned 2020-03-26. New one here, with only a bimonth to spare! 
Where and what is Pikangikum? Ojibwe; all about it here:

100 km northwest of Red Lake, Ontario. It is approximately 15 minutes 
by plane from Red Lake to Pikangikum.

Sure sounds like they are saying **CWiHHF'* but must really be 
CIWHHF with the “*I°’* swallowed, as in my Nov 27 log on 6961-USB at 
2232. Where are these stations; a roster available? (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CANADA. 15034-USB, Jan 27 at 1505, no signal from CHR, Trenton 
Military, even tho 14670-CHU is in well. I’ve just realised that CHR 
has not been encountered lately in random bandscanning. I leave a 
radio on 15034 and still nothing heard by 1542. Nor at 1838 check. 
I’ve not been clear about an hourly pattern for CHR, but it has not 
been continuous. EiBi shows 1010-2400 with no breaks. No more *‘no 
report received’ to be heard? Nor have I heard it on 6754-USB upon 
occasional nighttime tunebys. Further chex needed. So totally off, 
temporarily, or forever? That would save a lot of commuting expense 
for the announcer it shares with Gander!

6754-USB, Jan 27 at 2327 check, still no signal from CHR, 
Trenton Military VOLMET (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA [and non]. 530, Jan 29 at 0720, Spanish talk // 5025, so Radio 
Rebelde which could be either far Guantanamo 1 kW, or closer Isla 
Juventud of unknown power; mixing with EZL music from Radio 
Enciclopedia, near Habana which is normally the only Cuban heard; and 
at times with third station no doubt CHLO Ontario (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 4748 & 4782 approx., Jan 25 at 0236, wide spurblobs +/- ~17 
kHz out of 4765 Radio Progreso which itself is overmodulated / 
distorted at S9+30. In FM mode tuning the spurs, there is a trace of 
the music as on 4765. Both spurs are QRMing CODAR! Something's always 
wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CUBA. 13838, 13769, 13631, 13562, 13492 approx., Jan 25 at 1439, 
spurblobs out of 13700-AM. No intelligible programodulation except a 
trace of music & talk on 13769. If they are going to spray all over 
the band, least they could do would be to make them listenable in the 
FM mode. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 9540-9588, Jan 25 at 2333, pulse jamming centred on 9565 is 
splattering out to this range, as the Cubans don't give a damn about 
collateral damage, pariahs on the HF bands. Something's always wrong 
at the incompetent DentroCuban Jamming Command (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 13604, 13673 S9, 13807 S9+10, 13875, 13942 JBA but 14009 a 
bit stronger and inside the ham band, Jan 25 at 2344, RHC-FM spurs out 
of 13740-AM, with Fé# tone, approx. 67-kHz intervals. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 13559, 13630, 13770, 13840, 13910 approx., Jan 26 at 1524, 
RHC spurblobs with especially distorted audio unlistenable in any 
mode, unlike fundamental 13700-AM; 70-kHz intervals today. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15700, Jan 26 at 1549, CRI relay in English is $9+20 but 
undermodulated; sufficient once volume turned up, but beware the 
loudness of the next frequency. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 15140, Jan 26 at 1550, RHC music is distorted while // but 
weaker 15230 mod is OK. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR)

Something's 
always wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x CUBA. 15140, Jan 28 at 1554, RHC is undermodulated/distorted as it 
has been lately here, whilst weaker // 15230 modulation is OK. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 11880 // 15370 // 15140, Jan 28 at 2113, in decreasing order 
of signal quality, RHC in Brazuguese on all, rather than three 
different languages, Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11850, Jan 28 at 2352, RHC is S9+30 but suptorted, just 
barely modulated. Wiggle that patchcord; something's always wrong at 
RHC. 11950 has total dead air of $9+20, but it’s just warming up for 
the 0000 ‘Mesa Redonda’ (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx IRAN. 6090, Jan 25 at 0123, seems Spanish, ME music, VP, i.e. VIRI 
as scheduled 2350-0250; EiBi shows one //, 7230, but only the first 
sesquihour to 0120, so too late to check that as confirmation. 
Anguilla off tonight, and no sign of Brazuguese, defunct Radio 
Bandeirantes. By 0225 recheck, VP but definitely in Spanish. Cuts off 
the air at 0250:15.5* as scheduled (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k IRELAND. 13264-USB, Jan 27 at 1508, VOLMET YL voice JBA, S1-S2; 


strange mixture of English and metric measures; 1810 **Shannon 
VOLMET’* ID and forecast for Dublin. EiBi shows this at 1200-1800 only 
altho not shared with any other station (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KOREA SOUTH. 1566, Jan 25 at 1348, JBA carrier looping NW, so FEBC 
Jeju again seems no longer to be making beamswitch by 1345 from 
Japanese to Chinese; is there no longer a language change either? 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KOREA SOUTH. 1566, Jan 29 at 1335, TP carrier from NW, strongest vs 
the low-banders which are just about gone by now; LSR 1335 UT. I keep 
on it and at 1344:32 the carrier drops off, but then I hear it again 
more weakly. That would be the FEBC Jeju Island antenna change from 
Japanese to Chinese. Before the switch, 1566 had some long slow fades, 
maybe SAH of less than 1 Hz from another station rather than 
propagational?

Are certain admins so vain as to make such claims season 
after season hoping no one will notice? Yet real stations from many 
countries not buying into HFCC are overlooked (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


8989-USB, Jan 25 at 2329, S8 Spanish sermon about 
Cristo, the Predicador an hour later than usually reported; breaks 
into song just to be sure no one can mistake him for legit aero comms 
in their band (GLenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x OKLAHOMA. 88.1, Jan 24 at 1520 UT, as I am trying to listen to KWOU 
from Woodward, instead hear Oasis Network with echo, so not only the 
closest, KMSIT Moore 0/50 kW vertical only, but also KDMI Coweta-Tulsa, 
100/100 kW. The WTFDA FM Database does not show that these two are // 
and both relaying KNYD 90.5, altho both with Oasis Network. KMSI alone 
is the usual nemesis for KWOU. No significant tropo on the map (Glenn 
Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


*k OKLAHOMA. RF 19, Jan 27 at 2200 UT, I check all the channels from 
KAUT on my alternate TV still receiving thru an STB: 43-1 KAUT-DT; 
43-2 CourtTV; 43-3 Cozi; 43-4 MYSTERY. My main TV set with its 


built-in tuner demands rescanning rather than individual channel 
adding or deleting, which I am loath to do since with my antenna at 
any given time I cannot be sure all the ‘‘local** signals will be 
strong enough to register; so was not aware of 43-4. Then I check 
rabbitears.info and find they've got it wrong! As 43-3 CourtTV 
Mystery; 43-4 COZI TV. What's that channel about? Mostly sitcom 
reruns, certainly nothing new; and I see it’s part of NBC Universal.

From 1800 UT Tue Jan 28, the Impeachment Trial of acting 
president Drumpf£ resumes in the US Senate; today three OKC network 
affiliates plug into it, KFOR NBC, KOCO ABC and KOKH Fox --- but KWTV 
resumes local noon news --- and winter weather, rather than CBS. Not 
sure if this was CBS* decision or not, but the Republicans stopped 
today after only a couple hours, so everything except cable TV back to

*k SCOTLAND [non]. 7490.055v, UT Mon Jan 27 at 0110, ‘Encore’ 
classical music via WBCQ in well enough to hear on SW, but 
unfortunately simulscheduled with new episodes of ‘Dr Who’ on BBC 
America; not to mention ‘The Simpsons* on Fox if they ever get back 
with newies; and tonight the Grammy Awards which interest me zero even 
tho they probably include token mentions of classical.

Many calls heard, but they never explain what it’s 
all about, in the middle of the night, so why should anyone want to 
check in, stateside or abroad? Mentions WAS, maybe a clue. I search 
out its website, which tells all about it:

Yes, it issues WAS certificates; but don’t other clubs too? 


The member roster has 975 entries, including more and more Silent 
Keys, whose numbers have not been reassigned, but whose names and 
calls have been deleted, non memoriam! In chrono order, fewer and 
fewer new ones are added in last few years, two in ‘19, one in ‘18, 
three in ‘17, six in ‘16... 


Guess what: the only call I noted, W6WWV, is not on the roster. ARRL 
lookup: BATTERMAN, DENNIS E, W6WWV, Dundee, OR 97115. Is he honouring 
timesignals? Maybe he’s still working on WAS. And where does the HHH 
name come from? Not explained but looking thru the roster I find at 
least one -HHH, so is that the cause or effect? **741. KA9QHHH E Bob 
Schiff IL Chicago 08/18/00°° (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 7341-USB, Sat Jan 25 at 1517 obviously a Civil Air Patrol 
net from the colourful tactical calls, checkins seemingly managed by 
YL NCS Starfish 39, but does not always give own call, rather trying 
to copy and utter calls of others, often unsuccessful without a relay 
even when I can hear them; such as: Tornado 41, Red Cloud 13, Bluebird 
29, etc., etc. Up against 7340-AM RHC, but so weak here not a problem, 
altho could be further east and/or south. By their prefixes, these 
four must respectively emit from Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Missouri, but individual call identities are surely top-secret. Each 
transmission ends with auto-beep, no overing required.

Says this is on 7490 (only), using his own microphonium from the 
secret squirrel studio in Skow-town; says something flu-like has been 
infesting WBCQ staff at Monticello, and he himself feels unwell, hope 
not resurgence of Lyme disease; then into death of Bigelow-chat. Over 
to John Carver for a fuller report: 


““No readable signal tonight on 7490. Program started two minutes late 
on 5130 and was hosted by TimTron. Tim said they were only 
broadcasting on 7490 but I'm listening on 5130. Said he was asked to 
host the show last weekend but wasn't feeling up to it. Is fearful 


that his Lyme disease is flaring up. Mourning the death of his 
neighbor's cat that he dealt with since at least 2002. He played a 
song that his wife, Marcie, wrote about the cat. He did say that the 
part on the SS transmitter that broke has been removed and sent to the 
manufacturer to be inspected. He also talked about the 7490 
transmitter and the problems they've had with it. A problem with the 
blower and the blower switch and the blower interlock. I can only copy 
7490 here in the afternoons and it's usually gone by 2300 to 2330 
hours. Major repairs will have to wait till warm weather and Tim 
feeling better. Then into some music. 


Some talk about the state of propagation as there was last week. 
Consensus was the same as last week, dismal. He did state that 5130 
was about the only frequency that worked reasonably well in these 
conditions. Then a plea for people to create a show and get on the air 
at WBCQ. Then into some more music. 


At 0155 the nonstop top of the hour IDs started once again and 
continued to the top of the hour. I have mentioned this twice to 
people at the station and the last time Allan was on the air doing 
this program Pirate Joe mentioned it to him also. John, Mid-North

I do check at 0133 to find 5130 is on with music like 7490+ ATM, but 
VP. Cursory confirmation of no sigs from other WBCQs: 9330, 6160v, 
3265v (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. John Carver replies to my WBCQ 7490v AAAWWW report Jan 25: 


““Glenn, In reference to your comment about the novelty tune before 
AAWWW started. That originated with TimTron and is played when there 
is a problem with his internet feed connecting. I don't know how it is 
triggered as if his feed isn't connecting he can't send anything. At 
any rate it is a snippet of some sort of ethnic music folk song done 
by a youngish female that Tim has slowed down to sound as it does. 
Could be Hungarian or Gypsy or something. At any rate it's quite 
familiar to listeners of Area 51. 


Several years ago I heard it played one time at normal speed on Area 
51 and immediately recognized it. I wrote to Larry Will and asked 
about it. He replied with the story behind it and gave me a Wiki link 
to the story behind the tune and if I remember correctly it contained 
a link to the actual tune at normal speed. When I was finally able to 
boot the computer today I did a search through the headers of every 
message Larry has sent me since sometime in 2010 and couldn't find it 
based upon the subjects listed in the headers. I'm sure it's in there 
and someday I will go through and read every damn message but not till 
it's warmer in here. If you're really curious I suppose you could ask 


Larry Will if he remembers. 


Sorry I could only give you a partial answer. I so wanted to send you 
the Wiki link so you could read it and possibly listen to the 
original. John’* Try searching on keywords like Hungarian, Gypsy,

xx US A. 7490.2, Jan 27 at 2334 JBA carrier. WBCQ should not be 
xthatx weak, but the offfrequenciness points their way and nothing 
else at all is scheduled now on 7490.0. 


Consulting HFCC B-19 about 7490: WWCR has registered it at 09-12 in 
addition to the non-wooden time it’s really in use 13-16 (12-15 when 
DST start); WHRI has also registered 7490 at 0430-0600, but AFAIK has 
never used it. WBCQ has it available at 1900-0400 only despite coming 
up with Brother Scare at 1700 daily (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 5970, Jan 25 at 0644, surprised to hear WEWN in English 
instead of Spanish --- not a momentary translation, but discussion of 
RCC politix. Earlier at 0224 I had a very weak signal on 5970, but 
could not be sure it were WEWN at all. What about 9385 which is 
supposed to be the overnight English channel? NO signal at 0645, but 
could be on and not propagating. 


So is this another mistake, or a major change? WEWN SW is so 
insignificant that it’s hard to find anything about it on the EWTN 
website.

For B-19, until March 29, 2020, it shows 15610 at 1900-2400 and 9385 
at 0000-0900 both for W&CAf at 85 degrees and Beijing at 335 degrees: 
note, these are not 180 degrees opposite, so one transmitter split 
into two antennas, or two transmitters? Does the BJ beam apply only to 
9385 hours? That is ambiguous as displayed. Latest HFCC as of Jan 20 
shows both 00-09 9385 and 19-24 15610 on African 85-degree azimuth 
only; 12050 at 14-24 on 155 degrees, splitting difference between the 
claimed 150 and 160 on 5970. It also shows 11520 at 00-09 but we know 
that’s imaginary, alternative to 9385 but which was used in A-19. 9470 
is also listed at 09-14, only this one really aimed toward China, 
prime time there but is it more propagable? and which Ivo has been 


observing as AWOL, not appearing on WEWN’s own schedule. 


The true azimuth of Beijing from Vandiver is more like 344 degrees! 
But 335 does cross eastern China, if the signal last over a very long 
and difficult near-polar path, which no one setting up a SW station in 
Alabama should have considered viable. In fact, I think reaching Asia 
from there was an afterthought, not an original target. 


To Cuba/Latin America, 160 degrees at 00-14 on 5970; at 14-24, 150 
degrees at 14-24. What's the point of a 10-degree difference in 
azimuth? 


150 is aimed to eastern Cuba and across S America exiting near Porto 
Alegre, Brasil. 


160 is aimed to western Cuba and across the Andes, exiting S America 
between Mar del Plata and Bahia Blanca, Argentina. 


So has 12050 switched to English too as implied on the sked? It’s JBA 

Jan 25 at 1744 check, can’t tell language. Well audible at Bogota SDR 

and yes, still in Spanish with rote rosary at 1809. Never mind JC; Do Mary or God 
ever tire of hearing that? Why not? Do they monitor RCM 

in particular for self-gratification, or avoid it? (Glenn Hauser, OK, 

WOR) 


xx US A. 5970, Jan 26 at 0727, WEWN is in Spanish, rather than last 
night's anomaly of English. Some QRM from jamming spreadleaking out of 
5980 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 5085, UT Sun Jan 26 at 0119, theatre organ music starts on 
WTWW-2 after a long string of ham news adding up to variable lengths, 
so woe betide any precise scheduling to follow, like on WAORCR. I 
quickly switch to stereo webcast.
